RENEWED ATTACKS ON BERLIN, COMMUNIST ORGANIZATIONAL PRESSURE AND 
FOOD SHORTAGES. 

THE REFUGEES HAVE HAD LITTLE TROUBLE FITTING INTO WEST GERMANY. 

A 32-YEAR-OLD JOURNALIST WHO FLED TWO YEARS AGO SAYS: “ANY REFUGEE 
WHO'S WILLING TO WORK CAN FIND A JOB IMMEDIATELY.® 

THE WEST GERMAN GOVERNMENT SAYS IT HAS SPENT $20 BILLION FOR CARE oO} 
GERMAN REFUGEES FROM THE COMMUNIST EAST. IT RECKONS $5.2 BILLION 
WENT FOR HOUSING AND REIMBURING PERSONAL LOSSES OF THE REFUGEES.
